Important Land Decision. 


The following decision of the De­ 
partm ent of the Interior is of great 
importance and we make room for its 
publication in full: 
D e p ’t o f t h e I n t e r i o r , 
i 
General Land Office. 
L 
W ashington, D. (J., Feb. 2K, 1874. J 
Register and Receiver, Marysville, 
California. 
G e n t l e m e n : —This office has con­ 
sidered the contested case of the State 
of California vs. The California and 
Oregon Railroad Company, involving 
the right to the E £ of See. 3, E £ of 
See. 9, and W £ of Sec. 15, T 16 N, 
R 2 W. 
The Railroad Company claim under 
the act of Congress approved the 25th 
of July, 1866. The lands in question 
arc within tho indem nity limits, and 
were withdrawn with the other lands 
in the thirty-mile lim its for the bene- 
lit of said company under its grant by 
Commissioner’s letter of September 
25th, 1868. The State seeks to acquire 
title to the lands in question under the 
acts of July 2d, 1862, and March 30th, 
1871. The applications are all dated 
Aug. 21st, 1873, and are as follows: 
No. 319—NE £ Sec. 3; No. 320—SE \ 
Sec. 9; No. 321—NW £ Sec. 15; No. 
324—N E J Sec. 9; No. 325—SE J Sec. 
3. and No. 326—SW \ Sec. 15, all in T 
16 N,R 2 W. 
The State alleges that the lands in 
question, although within the indem­ 
nity limits of the railroad grant, do 
not inure to the Railroad Company, 
for the reason that at the date when 
the right of the road attached to lands 
in that locality they were within the 
claimed limits of tho Mexican grant 
claim of Manuel Diaz. The applica­ 
tions of the «State, although dateil 
Aug. 21st, 1873, appear to have been 
presented Oct. 1st, 1873, the date on 
which they were restored by reason of 
the final adjudication of the grant 
claim by the Supreme Court, and the 
Register on that date rejected the ap­ 
plications for the reason that the lands, 
were within the indemnity limits of 
the withdrawal for the aforesaid road. 
The case is therefore before this office 
on appeal by the State. 
The history of the case is briefly this: 
The State originally made application 
for these lands on the 25th of «Septem­ 
ber, 1871, and the applications were 
rejected by the Register for the same 
reason that he assigns for the rejection 
of the subsequent applications on tho 
1st of October, 1873. Upon appeal by 
the State, this office on the 4th of Jan­ 
uary, 1873, sustained the action of the 
Register in rejecting the application, 
upon the ground that the lands were 
within the withdrawal for the benefit 
of the Railroad Company, and also 
w ithin the claimed limits of the Diaz 
grant, which was then pending before 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and consequently the lands 
were not subject to selection by the 
«State. 
Appeal was entered by the 
State from this decision, but it was 
not prosecuted. 
The subdivisional 
survey of the Townsh.p was approved 
August 23, 1871, and the plat was filed 
In tho local office on the 25th of Sep­ 
tem ber following. It seems that the 
Surveyor-General in transm itting the 
flat to the local office did not refer to 
he fact that the lands in said town­ 
ship had previously been suspended 
on account of the alleged Diaz grant, 
and the Register treated the lands as 
other public lands withdrawn for rail­ 
road purposes. 
The question presented in tlds case 
is this: Were the lands within tho 
claimed limits of the Diaz grant, and 
on th at account excluded from the 
operation of the grant to the railroad 
company? 
In considering the proposition, I 
deem it proper to notice briefly the 
history of the adjudication of the al­ 
leged Diaz grant. 
The claim was presented to the land 
Commission August 31, 1852, and re­ 
jected October 31, 1854, upon the ground 
that there was no authenticated map 
accompanying the papers, and that 
such defect was not supplied by any 
extraneous evidence which would en­ 
able the Board to describe the land in 
a decree with sufficient certainty to 
locate and identify the particular tract 
intended to be granted. On the 15th 
of March, 1858, tho United States Dis­ 
trict Court, (Judge Hoffman} entered 
a decree affirming in all things the 
decision of the BoanJ. On the 15th of 
April following, the sanie Court re­ 
stored the case of Diaz to the trial 
docket, and gave permission to intro­ 
duce further testimony. 
Tliejcase remained upon the docket 
for about seven years, and was then 
transferred to the Circuit Court, on 
account of the interest of the District 
Judge in the subject matter. The Cir­ 
cuit Court, on tho 1st of July, 1867, 
affirmed the decision of the Board. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States on the 3d of March last, Decem­ 
ber term, 1872, entered a decree af­ 
firming the decision of the Circuit 
Court. AH these decisions refer to the 
judgm ent of the Land Commission by 
which the grant was rejected because 
the description was to vague and in­ 
definite to identify the boundaries of 
the grant. The alleged grant was for 
eleven square leagues. It appears that 
the Surveyor General, while the case 
was pending in the courts in Califor­ 
nia, reserved seven townships on ac­ 
count of said grant, viz: T. 16 nud 17 
N., R. 2, 3 and 4, and T. 17 N., It. 
5 W. 
On the 10th 
of December, 
1868, after the decree, of the Cir­ 
cuit Court had been rendered, the 
Surveyor General modified the sus­ 
pension so as to embrace only T. 16 
and 17 N., R. 2 W., E. £ of T. 16 N.,R. 
3 W«, and sections 22, 23, 24, 25,26, 27, 
34, 35 and 36, T. 17 N., R. 3 W., em­ 
bracing with othors the lauds in this 
controversy. 
This order of the Surveyor General 
was, in my judgment, sufficient to 
identify the lands included in the fur­ 
ther suspension, as properly pertain­ 
ing to the claim pending in the courts. 
All the lands claimed as a part of a 
Mexican or Spanish grant become a 
reservation by act of March 3d, 1851, 
and so remain until the case is finally 
determined. The law upon this point 
is very clear, and so far as it relates to 


the case in point, isas follows: “That 
all lands, the claims to which have 
been finally rejected by the Commis­ 
sioners in m anner heroin provided, or 
which shall bo finally decided to be in­ 
valid by the District or «Supremo Court 
* * shall be held, deemed and con­ 
sidered as part of the public domain of 
the Unitea States. 
This reservation exists 
whether 
there is any suspension made by the 
Surveyor General or not. 
The Sur­ 
veyor General's suspension seems in 
this instance, Í think, t« Identify tho 
particular lands claimed by Diaz. 
It 
is but reasonable to suppose that the 
grant claimants, while prosecuting 
their claims in the courts, would see 
that the Government did not dispose 
of the land they claimed while their 
suit was pending. 
It appears that for some time prior 
to 1873, this office regarded the Diaz 
grant as finally adjudicated, upon the 
ground that no appeal was taken from 
the decree of the District Court, but 
the recent action of the Supreme 
Court in the case shows that view to 
have been erroneous. 
The right of the railroad company, 
under my decision of Feb. 15, 1862, in 
the case of C. II. Barton, Shasta Dis­ 
trict, attached to the lands in the 
granted limits of this road, upon the 
receipt of the order of withdrawal at 
the local office, which was in your dis­ 
trict, Nov. 25th, 1867. At t his latter 
date the case of Diaz was still pending 
in the Courts. A decree was entered 
in the Circuit Court on the 1st of July, 
1867, and finally, l>y the Supreme 
Court on the 3(1 of March, 1873. 
By recent decisions of the Secretary, 
the right to select indemnity vests at 
the same date as the grant in place; 
therefore the status of the land at that 
date must determine the question as 
to the right of the railroad company. 
If it be held that this right vested by 
definite location, which was prior to 
the aforesaid withdrawal, as decided 
in other cases, the result of this con­ 
test will not be changed—the lands 
having the same status at both dates. 
I therefore decide that the land in 
question is excluded from the opera­ 
tion of the grant to the railroad com­ 
pany, and th at the State selections 
shall have been allowed. You will 
notify the respective parties of the 
decision, and allow sixty days for ap­ 
peal.

California and Cotton. 


The California Farmer expresses 
itself upon this subject thusly : 
“The subject of cotton growing is a 
fixed fact in California, and in less 
than ten years, the number of cotton 
bales annually exported from Cali­ 
fornia will be counted by the tens of 
thousands. 
The 
Merced 
Tribune 
shows an increasing interest in cotton 
culture in that region, and states that 
there are eight citizens who will plant 
six hundred acres with cotton. 
We 
have no doubt, from the facts in our 
possession, that tins year there will be 
planted 5,500 acres of cotton in Cali­ 
fornia, and even this «amount may he 
doubled. One thing is very certain, 
California could produce more cotton 
than any state in the Union. 
In Colusa, Sutter, Yuba and Yolo 
counties the soil and climate is well 
adapted to this important staple. 
In 
all these counties cotton growing has 
been thoroughly tested, and with suc­ 
cessful results. 
Colusa county has 
probably tested the m atter upon a 
more extensive scale than any of the 
Northern counties. Will S. Green, of 
the Sun, has long argued upon the 
people of that county to engage in this 
important industry. 
We give the 
Sun credit for being the foremost of 
the press in its cilbrts to encourage 
cotton-growing in the Sacramento 
valley.—[Sutter Banner, 


Freights and Fares in the Northwest. 


The Legislatures of Iowa, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin have now passed laws, 
similar to that of Illinois, for the 
regulation of railroad freight rates and 
passenger fares. 
These four North­ 
western States are thus the pioneers 
in this effort of the people to break 
down the extortionate rule of monopo­ 
lies. I t now only remains for the 
courts to support the action of the 
Legislatures to 
make 
the reform 
complete. Our only fear is, that, our 
legislators, in their eagerness to do 
something in response to the demands 
of the people, arc really trying to do 
too much. 
In aiming at a good 
target, there is reason to apprehend 
that they will ovorshoot it, and that, 
after all, their work will 
practically 
amount to but little. Ami yet If it 
will have the effect of causing rail­ 
roads to be more reasonable and con­ 
siderate in their general policy and 
dealings with the producers and ship- 
Íers, the present efforts of our Western 
legislatures will not liavo been in 
vain. 


Fine Cattle.

Yesterday’s freight train for Salinas 
City carried the finest band of blooded 
cattle ever brought to this coast. They 
were consigned to that pioneer stock- 
raiser, Jessie D. Carr.

lot the magnificent price of $9,050. 
The sale was effected in Canada a few 
weeks since. The cattle will be placed 
on Carr’s ranch in Monterey county.

The “Blue Cum” vs. 
Fever. 
W illow and 


Statements have at various times 
been published with regard to the pe­ 
culiar power of the Australian blue 
gum tree in controlling and even de­ 
stroying the miasmatic poisons of the 
low lands of hot climates. 
The following extract taken from 
the Medical Times and Gazette seems 
to show that such virtue is really pos­ 
sessed by the tree. The instances 
quoted would seem to be conclusive 
upon the point. 
Now for the practical application. 
The low lands of the Los Angeles, 
Kan Gabriel and Santa Ana rivers are 
in many places fenced in with live 
fences of the willow and other trees. 
By these fences the free sweep of the 
ocean winds is broken; the air be­ 
comes heavy and stagnant; miasmatic 
exhalations remain undisturbed; and 
—the result is fever. Why not plant 
these fence rows with the blue gum 
instead of the willow ? The same soil 
the same care needed for the one will 
grow' the other. Why not cultivate 
health in the fence rows instead of 
disease. 
In addition to its disease destroying 
qualities the blue gum furnishes a 
timber of great value, and is an ex­ 
ceedingly rapid grower, while the 
w’ood of the willow, except as an in­ 
ferior class of fuel, is worthless. Look­ 
ing at the question in a purely monied 
light, apart from any consideration of 
health, the substitution of the blue 
gum for the willow certainly is much 
to be desired. 
Tlie following is the article from the 


Medical Times and Gazette to which 
we have alluded: 
M. Gimbcrt, who lias been long en­ 
gaged in collecting evidence concern­ 
ing the Australian tree Eucalyptus 
globulus, the growth of which is sur­ 
prisingly rapid, attaining besides 
gigantic dimensions, has addressed an 
interesting communication to the 
Academy of Sciences. This plant, it 
now appears, possesses an extraordi­ 
nary power of destroying miasmatic 
influence in fever-stricken districts. 
It has the singular property of absorb­ 
ing ten times its weight in water from 
the soil, and of emitting antiseptic 
camphorous effluvia. When sown in 
marshy ground it will dry it up in a 
very snort time. The English were 
the first to try it at the Capo, and 
within two or three years they com­ 
pletely changed the climatic condition 
of the unhealthy parts of the colony. 
A few years later its plantation was 
undertaken on a large scale in various 
parts of Algeria. At Pardock, twenty 
miles from Algcirs, a farm situated 011 
the banks of the Hamyze was noted 
for its extremely pestilential air. In the 
Kpring of 18Ü7 about 13,000 of the euca­ 
lyptus were planted there. In July of 
tlie same year—the time when the fever 
season used to set in—not a single 
case occurred; yet the trees were not 
more than nine feet high. Kince then 
complete immunity from fever has 
been maintained. In the neighbor­ 
hood of Constantino the farm of Ben 
Maehydlin was equally in bad repute. 
It was covered with marshes both in 
Winter and Summer. In five years 
the whole ground was dried up by 
14,000 of these trees, and farmers and 
children enjoy excellent health. At 
the factory of the Gue do Constantine, 
in three years a plantation of eucalyp­ 
tus has transformed twelve acres of 
marshy soil into a magnificent park, 
whence fever lias completely disap­ 
peared. In the island of Cuba this and 
all other paludal diseases are fast dis­ 
appearing from the unhealthy districts 
where this tree has been introduced. 
A station-house at one of the ends of 
a railway-viaduct in the Department 
of the Var was so pestilential that the 
officials could not be kept there longer 
than a year. Forty of these trees were 
planted, and it is now as healthy as 
any other place 011 the line. We have 
110 information as to whether this 
beneficent tree wili grow in other than 
hot climates. We hope that experi­ 
ments will be made 10 determine this 
point. It would be a good thing to 
introduce it on the West Coast of 
Africa. 
Fine Crops-Cood Prospects. 
We learn from Mr. Strunk, who 
owns a nice farm about six miles west 
of the city on the Rancho Cienega, 
that the crops are looking better than 
at any time for several years past. 
Over 1,200 acres of barley, wheat and 
oats have been planted and is making 
a fine growth; will mature and give 
full crops without any more rain. The 
wild grass is over a foot high and on 
the bottom lands would cut at least a 
ton of hay per acre. His land was 
ploughed from eight to ten inches 
deep, and he believes in deep plough­ 
ing for heavy land. 
Mr. McFadden, our pleasant ex­ 
Superintendent of Public Schools of 
the county, brings glowing accounts 
from the south part of the county. 
Wild grass and clover cover hill and 
valley with a growth of luxuriant 
richness about two and a half feet high. 
The Grass Valley Union says there 
hag been much suffering in Penn Val­ 
ley endured by the cattle. Many of 
the ranchers there have lost heavily 
because their supplies of hay ran out 
before the grass came on. 
How do you like the contrast? 
To resume our account: There is 
over thirty per cent more grain sown 
this year than any former year, and it 
looks fully one hundred per cent bet­ 
ter. Barley and rye over four feet 
high, and the late sown grain growing 
equally well but not so high. Many 
are planting corn, expecting to raise a 
crop without irrigation. 
Richland is settling up very fast. 
The Chapman land, among the best 
in the county, is passing into the hands 
of the farmer; soon the last acre will be 
sold. The farmers generally are 
planting more vines and trees than 
heretofore. In fact the farmers came 
here poor and have been paying for 
their land. Now getting out af debt 
they are making permanent improve­ 
ments. 
Mr. McFadden lias a vineyard of six 
acres, some four years old, which has 
never been irrigated. It is as vigor­ 
ous in its growth and yield as any irri­ 
gated vineyard, and it is one hundred 
feet to surface water where the vine­ 
yard is growing! How does that coin­ 
cide with your “old resident’s” theory 
that nothing will grow without irriga­ 
tion? 
A few miles east of Richland 
Rev. Mr. Leiliy has a fine growth of 
orange trees on land where it is thirty 
feet to water, and that without irriga­ 
tion. 
Kuch lands as are referred to above 
can be bought of the owners of large 
tracts at from $13 to $30 per acre. 
We commend the foregoing to such 
persons as are mentioned in the fol­ 
lowing: 
Charles Platt, well known in Cali­ 
fornia in connection with the show 
business, is now at Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, and writes from that place 
under date of March 15th to Cole, pro­ 
prietor of the Yosemite House, stating 
that he has abandoned the itinerent 
show business and opened an office for 
the sale of California lands, as well as 
to give information to those wishing 
to settle in this State. He stutes that 
lie has for sale ten thousand acres of 
land in Fresno county, and that a col­ 
ony is partly formed with a view of 
settling in Kan Joaquin Valley. In 
the short time—only about a week— 
he lias resided at Grand Rapids, he 
says that he has been literally run 
down by applicants w'lio are desirous 
of coming to California.

New Bills. 


In the Assembly on the 24th of 
March bills were introduced as fol­ 
lows: For the completion of the map 
of Central California; providing for the 
employment of prison labor; and to 
regulate contracts. 
The following 
bills were passed: An act abolishing 
the City Hall Commission of Wan 
Francisco; establishing a branch Stute 
Prison at Folsom; creating the county 
of Vallejo; au act relating to the as­ 
sessment of non-resident and unim­ 
proved land in the State of California; 
an act in relation to warehouse and 
wharfinger receipts. 
The following 
were lost: An act providing for im­ 
prisonment for life; au act for the 
payment of the indebtedness of the 
Wtate Printer. Snyder’s bill relative 
to Yosemite and Mariposa Pig Trees 
Commission was passed. Converse, 
the lobbyist, was sentenced to six days 
imprisonment in the county jail for 
infringing upon the privileges of the 
Assembly. 


Prosperous Industries. 


If California lias riot advanced as 
rapidly as she ought to have done in 
the creation of large manufacturing 
establishments, for which the cKidi- 
tious are so favorable, there are at 
least several of her industries that are 
in a favorable condition. We may 
refer to the Mission Woolen Mills as 
deserví ugjof precedence in the enum­ 
eration. A few facts which we have 
in possession are worthy to be related 
in proof of the success which has at­ 
tended 
this 
im portant enterprise. 
These mills now give employment to 
some 380 white operatives and about 
470 Chinese, besides nearly 300 white 
men and women engaged on the out­ 
side. The pay-roll for the month of 
January was $20,184, over 70 percent 
of which was paid to white employees. 
Each week the mill sends a carload of 
goods East, averaging in value from 
$35,000 to $40,000, besides large quan­ 
tities shipped by vessels, while there 
is a steady demand for these fabrics in 
the home markets. The mills arc run­ 
ning thirty-six full sets of machinery. 
Last year the business showed a large 
increase over any year preceding, and 
the promise for a still greater enlarge­ 
ment of the trade was never better. 
Mr. McLennan, under whose superin­ 
tendence 
the 
business 
lias been 
achieved, returned a short time ago 
from the East, bringing witli him the 
most flattering testimonials of the su­ 
periority of our California woolen 
fabrics, and large orders to be filled: 
upon which the assurance is founded 
that the mill will soon have to be 
greatly enlarged to meet the constantly 
increasing demands for manufactures. 
Another very important enterprise, 
considered prospectively, is the Gilroy 
Tobacco Manufactory, where the Culp 
proeess is used in im parting to cigars 
all the rich Havana flavor, and to 
smoking tobacco all the pungency and 
agreeable odor peculiar to the Turkish 
weed. This establishment is yet in its 
infancy, but already it gives employ­ 
m ent to a large number of persons, and 
it is said to be incapable of keeping 
pace with tlio requirements of its pa­ 
trons. 
There is a prospect of an extensive 
jute factory being in operation before 
long, with machinery to work up and 
prepare the fibre of the jute plant. The 
increasing acreage of cotton-planting 
from year to year is rendering it ne­ 
cessary that, we should have means to 
consume the raw material. 
Títere are minor industries, all tend­ 
ing toward development, which when 
in the full tide of operation, will com­ 
bine with the older and already per­ 
m anently established manufactories of 
California, to give her at least respect­ 
able standing among the further ad­ 
vanced States of American sisterhood.

Reclaiming the Apaches. 


A special dispatch to the San Diego 
Union dated Tucson, A. T., March 23d, 
says: “Major Randall returned to San 
Carlos on the 18th. His command, 
witii that of Captain Hamilton, struck 
Eskiminzin’s camp, 
about 
fifteen 
miles northeast of Florence, and kill­ 
ed eleven bucks and captured thirty- 
odd squaws and children, forty horses 
and mules, a large lot of ammunition, 
some arms, and all the camp equip­ 
ments. 
The Apaches 
occupied a 
strongly-fortified position, high in the 
mountains, and first opened 
fire. 
Three soldiers were wounded. Major 
Randall and Captain Hamilton nar­ 
rowly escaped. The W hite Mountain 
soldiers 
behaved 
splendidly. 
All 
quiet with Cochise.” 


The Cerro Bonita quicksilver mine, 
located near Tres Finos, Monterey 
county, and owned by Flint, Blxby & 
Co., is turning out most satisfactorily. 
One furnace is already in operation, 
and the yield is excellent. This is a 
new mine, lately opened, and as its 
proprietors are counted among the 
most enterprising operators, we doubt 
not the mine will become of great im­ 
portance to the section in -which it is 
located and a source of profit to the 
gentlemen who have invested their 
capital to develop it. 


A hill has passed both branches of 
the Legislature which provides that 
vineyards, orchards and everything 
rooted to the ground, shall be hereafter 
taxed with the land as real estate.

E d i t o r s H e r a l d : Santa Barbara 
is filled to overflowing with health and 
pleasure-seekers. All the hotels and 
boarding-houses 
are 
crowded, ami 
many persons have been turned away 
for want of room. It is hoped that our 
rain is nearly over, and that the fine 
weather has at last set in. We have 
been having very strange weather for 
Santa Barbara the greater part of the 
Winter. 
The election to take place on Mon­ 
day, April 6th, will be the first under 
the city charter. 
There will be a 
grand mass meeting of citizens at Lo- 
bero’s Theater, the afternoon of March 
31st, at 2 o’clock, for the purpose of 
nominating city officers for the ensu­ 
ing year. Political matters are already 
getting pretty warm, and it is ex­ 
pected there will be a close run be­ 
tween the regular candidates,whoever 
they may be, and the independent 
ticket. 
Building is progressing vigorously 
in various parts of town. Chas. Pierce 
is putting up a fine two-story iron- 
front brick building on State street, 
adjoining the Lion Drug-store. It is 
understood that Thos. B. Dibble in­ 
tends building a brick block on the up­ 
per part of State street, on a portion of 
the estate of Judge de la Guerra. E. J. 
Knapp, of the late firm of Stevens & 
Knapp, has erected a wooden building 
on tiie upper part of State street, to be 
used as an agricultural implement 
warehouse, where Mr. Knapp intends 
keeping a large and varied assortment. 
Such an establishment has long been 
needed in Santa Barbara and we wish 
Mr. Knapp the best of success. 
The feed in the upper part of the 
county is reported to be quite short; 
but with a warm Spring rain and clear 
weather, there will probably be an 
abundance of feed till late in the Fall.

Mortimers Last Victim. 


The bloody dramatic coloring given 
to the close of the life of Mary Shaw 
Gibson, by Charles Mortimer 1ms just 
had an additional clement imparted 
to it. She was murdered in Septem­ 
ber, 1872. After the most diligent and 
fruitless search for a will, her brother, 
James Rush, was granted the admin­ 
istration of the estate, and on the 28th 
of October, 1873, the final account hav­ 
ing been rendered and approved, the 
estate then having come to the knowl­ 
edge of the administrator and aggre­ 
gating in cash, real estate, and solvent 
debts, about $13,000, was decreed to be 
distributed share and share alike to 
James Rush and Fat. Rush of San 
Francisco, Mrs. Israel Champion and 
Mrs. Jos. Baldwin of Sacramento, 
Michael Rush and Catherine Moane 
of Ireland, sisters and brothers of the 
deceased. 
But a week ago last Tues­ 
day, in looking over a bundle of papers 
which had been taken from Mrs. Gib­ 
son’s house to that of Mrs. Champion, 
and which papers had frequently been 
looked over before and pronounced 
valueless, the long sought for will and 
testament of the deceased was found. 
It is dated October 21st, 1860, and is 
duly executed. The devisees therein 
mentioned are James and Patrick 
Rush, Mrs. Champion, Mrs. Baldwin 
and 
Mary 
Jane 
Champion, aged 
twelve years, and George J. Baldwin, 
aged eight, the bulk of the property 
being left to the first four. The exec­ 
utors are Isreal Champion and S. S. 
Baldwin. The provisions of the will 
are in accordance with the frequently 
declared intention of decedent to leave 
her property to such of her folks as 
had, at her request to all of them, fol­ 
lowed her to California. Judge S. S- 
Holl this morning filed in the Probate 
Court petitions to set aside the de­ 
cree of distribution under the admin­ 
istration and for probate of the will. 
The hearing is set for April (itli next. 
The effect will be to divide up $4,0(H), 
wlpch, otherwise, would have gone to 
the brother and sister in Ireland, 
among the California heirs. 


New Homestead Law. 


The proposed new homestead bill 
contains the following among other 
features: It requires actual settlement 
and cultivation for five years, after 
which, on due proof thereof, the settler 
can obtain a title to 160 acres of land, 
the whole cost of which will be $10 on 
the entry of the land and $8 on the 
final proof. If, however, the settler 
wishes to obtain a title earlier than 
five years, he can do so at the end of 
eighteen months on payment of the 
price of the land. 
It is thought that 
eighteen months for settlement would 
make such an improvement as would 
keep lands under cultivation there­ 
after. A special bill to provide for the 
sale of limber lands is being prepared.
